Kissinger’s plane trailed by a Swiss armored car as it moved into its takeoit posi­ 
tion, lifted off at 11:30 a.m. (3.30 a.m. PDT) for the eight-hour flight to Dar Es 
Salaam. 
The Tanzanian government newspaper Daily News said Kissinger was welcome to 
black Africa “to see for himself the victories and revolutionary conquests of the peo­ 
ple of Africa.” 
But it said that black African presidents already have decided to intensify the 
guerrilla campaign against southern Africa’s white regimes “and there is thus 
nothing to talk about.” 
“He can go on to Pretoria (South Africa) and Salisbury (Rhodesia) and tell the old 


containment of what it considers to be Soviet influence in southern Africa,” the new­ 
spaper said. 
Kissinger himself had limited goals on his first diplomatic shuttle to raciallly 
troubled South Africa. In Washington President Ford said “the odds are against” 
Kissinger’s attempt to negotiate a peaceful outcome to the racial strife in southern 
Africa. “But despite these odds,” Ford said, “I decided that it was in the best in­ 
terests of all concerned. And I inwardly feel that, because we’ve done the right thing, 
it will turn out okay.” 
Ford, in a television interview, said he was more optimistic that Kissinger will 
have success in his talks with black and white leaders over South West Africa 
(Namibia) than Rhodesia. The former is a disputed territory demanding quick in­ 
dependence from the minority white government of South Africa. 
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UN delays 
vote on 
Vietnam 
UNITED NATIONS (U PI) - The 
Security Council agreed today to post­ 
pone a decision on the application of 
Vietnam for membership in the United 
Nations until after the U.S. elections. 
The decision was taken behind closed 
doors in informal consultations at the 
suggestion of France. 
The President of the Council, Ambas­ 
sador Mansur Rashid Kikhia of Libya, 
announced the postponement through an 
official spokesman. He said in a brief 
statement that the Council had decided 
to defer its consideration of the applica­ 
tion until November so that the General 
Assembly could discuss the m atter 
simultaneously during its forthcoming 
31st session. 
He said that the Mission of Vietnam 
had agreed to the postponement. 
The Council had scheduled a meeting 
of its Admissions Committee for Tues­ 
day morning, but Kikhia announced late 
Monday that it had been canceled and 
that council would instead hold informal 
consultations. 
The cancellation was prompted by 
President Ford’s decision to block ad­ 
mission of Vietnam to the United Na­ 
tions. 
Auto pact 
deadline 
'impossible' 


DETROIT (U PI) - United Auto 
Workers President Leonard Woodcock 
says agreement on a new contract with 
the Ford Motor Co. by the strike deadline 
at midnight tonight is "absolutely impos­ 
sible.” 
The union began preparations to pull 
its 170.000 workers out of plants in 22 
states in what could be an economy- 
wrenching strike. Woodcock late Mon­ 
day rejected a company request that the 
contract be extended. 
Labor observers said the question was 
no longer whether there would be a 
strike but how long it would last. 
In a last attempt to prevent its second 
national walkout in nine years, the No. 2 
automaker put a third contract offer on 
the table just 30 hours before the 
deadline — and then made it public in a 
highly unusual move so close to a strike 
deadline. 
Talks broke off early Monday evening 
and, while top bargainers for both sides 
returned to Ford world headquarters in 
suburban Dearborn before 9 a m today, 
no negotiating sessions were scheduled 
Dates set for 
other debates 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The second 
and third nationally televised debates 
between President Ford and Jimmy 
Carter will be held Oct. 6 and Oct. 22 at 
undetermined locations, it was an­ 
nounced today. 
Debate organizers also announced that 
Sens. Robert Dole, R-Kan., and Walter 
Mondale. D-Minn., would conduct their 
previously scheduled debate sometime 
during the week beginning Oct. 11. 
The initial meeting between Ford and 
Carter will be held Sept 23 at the Walnut 
Street Theater in Philadelphia 
An organizer said the sites of the se­ 
cond and third presidential debates will 
be announced later, a debate organizer 
said. 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Syrian 
troops are massing on the main highway 
between Damascus and Beirut and rein­ 
forcements have moved up toward a 
front-line town 15 miles east of the 
Lebanese capital, a rightist broadcast 
said today. 
The report, broadcast over the Chris­ 
tian Phalangist party’s “ Voice of 
Lebanon,” said Syrian reinforcements 
had moved west from the Syrian held 
Bekan Valley to the front-line town of 
Sofar “ to keep Syria’s option of a 
military solution open.” 
As the Lebanese war entered its 18th 
month, sporadic fighting continued in 
Beirut, the central mountains north of 
Sofar and around the leftist held northern 
port of Tripoli, besieged by Christian 
militiamen. 
Casualties Monday included more than 
94 killed and at least 148 wounded on all 
fronts, militia officers reported. 
The account of a Syrian buildup 
followed a similar report on leftist radio 
stations Monday. 
Travelers returning from the moun­ 
tain town of Sofar, which holds a com­ 
manding position over the approaches to 
Beirut, also have reported signs of a 
Syrian buildup. 
The rightist broadcast said the new 
troops carried mine removal equipment. 


apparently to clear sections of the 
highway mined by leftists. 
Sources in the Palestine Liberation 
Organization said the buildup appeared 
to be a bluff rather than a serious threat 
of renewed Syrian military intervention. 
But Damascus has warned the Palesti­ 
nians it will seek a “military solution” to 
the Lebanese civil war if no political 
progress is seen before the inauguration 
of President-elect Elias Sarkis Sept. 23. 


On the diplomatic level, Phalangist 
chief Pierre Gemayel and his son, 
militia commander Beshir Gemayel, left 
aboard a Syrian military helicopter for 


Damascus. They were due to fly to Cairo 
after talks with Syrian officials in what 
appeared to be part of concerted Arab ef­ 
fort to speed up peace talks before 
Sarkis’ inauguration. 


Christian militias accused the Arab 
League peace-keeping troops, manning a 
buffer zone between east and west Beirut 
of fighting on the leftist side in a battle 
with machine guns and mortars that 
erupted along the so-called “green line” 
Monday. A spokesman for the troops, 
which have been coming under constant 
attack from the Christian side in recent 
weeks, termed the charge “an outright 
lie.”

Senate near action 
on revenue sharing 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
wants to bar state and local governments 
from discriminating because of a per­ 
son's religion, age or handicap in 
programs using any federal revenue 
sharing funds. 
By votes of 60 to 15 and 59 to 16, it ad­ 
ded these restrictions Monday to a bill 
promising states and localities $41 billion 
in revenue sharing through September, 
1982 They would get $6 65 billion the first 
year, with $200 million added yearly for 
inflation. 
The Senate is scheduled to complete 
work on the bill today. The revenue shar­ 
ing program, begun in 1972, expires at 
the end of this year. 
The House recently voted to extend it 
only through September 1980, at the 
same initial rate as the Senate but 
without any addition for inflation, mak­ 
ing a total of $25 billion. 
The House bill also would prohibit dis­ 
crimination on grounds of religion, age 
and handicap. The present revenue shar­ 
ing law bans discrimination as to race, 
national origin and sex 
Sen. Mike Gravel, D-Alaska, who 
proposed the Senate additions, said they 
reaffirm language in existing civil rights 
and other antidiscrimination laws which 
ban these types of discrimination in 
federal programs generally. 
He said the amendments were needed 
in the revenue sharing bill because the 
Treasury Department has not actively 
enforced civil rights standards in that 
program 
The Senate also voted to allow courts 
to award payment of attorneys’ fees to 
c itiz e n s who file and win a n ti- 


discrimination or other suits against 
revenue sharing programs The House 
bill does not contain that provision 
Sen 
Russell B 
Long. D-La., floor 
manager of the bill, protested that all of 
these provisions would lead to lawsuits 
which would delay local programs using 
revenue sharing funds and would make 
local governments reluctant to start 
some programs 
Gravel said the provision on religion 
would allow use of the funds for institu­ 
tions which religious groups run for their 
members, such as homes for the elderly, 
since these are exempted under existing 
civil rights laws. 
In both the House and Senate bills the 
money would be promised to localities 
all at once, with no further congres­ 
sional review. 
The Senate rejected 62 to 14 a proposal 
by Sen Joseph R Biden. D-Del., to sub­ 
ject all funds after 1978 to annual ap­ 
propriations by Congress. Biden said 
Congress shouldn’t “ sign away a check” 
for that much in advance Long argued 
that local governments need to have the 
money pledged in advance so they can 
plan its use 
Sen Bob Pack wood. R-Ore., said it 
makes sense for the federal government 
to return part of the tax money it collects 
to local governments because they will 
spend it “ more wisely, more cheaply and 
more honestly” than Washington 
Several senators in both parties said 
the federal government shouldn’t be 
sharing its revenue when it is running a 
$50 billion deficit itself. 
“ We don't have any revenue to share,” 
said Sen William Scott. R-Va 
Fire Department cutbacks seen having 
impact on Village, Hills insurance rates 


The Board of Supervisors was informed by an insurance 
agent Monday that proposed cutbacks of the County Fire 
Department to two full-time firemen per engine “could have 
a serious impact on respond time at some rural fire 
stations,” and could adversely affect both safety and in­ 
surance rates of residents of such areas as Vandenberg 
Village and Mission Hills 
Findings of the insurance agent. Robert C Lilley of Lom­ 
poc. were relayed to the board by John 
Sherman, 
representing the Vandenberg Village Association of 
homeowners. 
The supervisors voted to refer the Lilley letter to County 
Administrative Officer Raymond D Johnson, but there were 
no specific directives given to Johnson as to framing a report 
in reply. 


Lilley said he was “ inclined to agree with Acting County 
Fire Chief Bob Halliburton that an absolute minimum of 
three personnel per engine in rural isolated areas is essen­ 
tial." 
Sherman said the proposed cuts represented “an economy 
move we didn't ask for.” He said departmental reductions 
might reduce tax levies in the area but could result in higher 
insurance premiums and less protection 
Supervisor Francis H Beattie of Lompoc said he agreed 
outlying fire stations should be “ manned fully” as mutual 
protection wasn’t “easy to come by” in rural areas as it is in 
urban sectors 
Lilley declared he felt the fire services in both Vandenberg 
Village-Mission Hills area and Santa Ynez Valley should “re­ 
main at present levels.” 


Moscow rips 
Japan over 
MIG incident 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The Soviet Union 
denounced Japan today for failing to 
return a Soviet pilot and his top-secret 
fighter plane and sharply attacked the 
United States for granting the airman 
asylum 


In the first Soviet reaction to the loss 
of the supersonic MIG25 fighter, the Tass 
news agency said pilot Viktor Belenko 
lost his way when he landed in Japan 
Sept 6 and strongly suggested he was 
forced to defect. 


Tass said White House statements on 
the affair had been “ instigatory” and 
charged “ American secret agencies 
were clearly behind the invitation to the 
Soviet airman ” 


The Soviet statement made no mention 
of the type of aircraft The MIG25 flies at 
three times the speed of sound and has 
been described as the latest in Soviet 
technology. 


Access to the plane by Japanese and 
American experts is considered an in­ 
telligence coup by the West. 


Tass said Belenko, who is now in the 
United States, appeared to "be under the 
influence of narcotics or some other ef­ 
fect” when he was interviewed by Soviet 
embassy officials in Japan It described 
the meeting as a “ farce” lasting only 
seven minutes 


Japanese officials said that Belenko, 
29. had told them he had planned for two 
years to defect

A church fought city hall Tuesday in 
the classic confrontation and won per­ 
mission to build four single family 
homes near Ryon Park. 


Lloyd Hanson, representative of Peace 
Lutheran Church, 1000 W Ocean Ave., 
successfully countered the Community 
Development Department’s opposition 
to the church development on Cypress 
Avenue east of R Street. 
The planning commission voted 4-0 in 
favor of the church’s request to build 
homes on a portion of its property that is 
located across Cypress Avenue from 
Ryon Park athletic fields. Aye votes 
cam e from com m ission chairm an 
W illiam F ick and co m m issio n ers 
William Paulin, Robert Swarner and 
John Peto. Commissioner Jean Jacoby 
was absent. 
Hanson told the com m ission the 
church wanted to dispose of the land in 
line with church policy and had already 
spent about $600 on surveying and other 
expenses based on their understanding 
that homes were permitted as a m atter 
of right on 
land zoned R-l for single 
family residences. 
Community Development Director 
Jack Lam told the commission that some 
objections had been raised at the staff 
level against the home development 
because of its proximity to the noise of 
the park He said the planning staff was 
bound to recommend denial for the 
project for that reason 
In the end. the commission agreed 
with Hanson that the athletic noise would 
not be a serious factor. Along the way 
Hanson picked up support for his project 
from Verle F Brewer of 301 South O St. 
Brewer said he had been looking to the 
church development for a homesite for 
his own family to get away from the traf­ 
fic noise of O Street He labeled O Street 
a dragstnp and said the Cypress Avenue 
location would keep him close to the 


park, which he wanted, and yet free from 
the O Street traffic. 
The official opposition to the develop­ 
ment of single family homes in the loca­ 
tion was based on the philosophy that the 
laws are complex. In a statement on the 
subject, Lam’s department declared: 
“The planning commission should con­ 
sider that any use of land and the 
p re p a ra tiv e step s taken to m ost 
profitably utilize the land is not a m atter 
of right alone. Under our codes it is a 
m atter of permission by the very words 
None but the following uses shall be per­ 
mitted in the R-l District,’ and the 
powers granted local jurisidctions by the 
state after years of judicial review and 
interpretation. TTiis consideration holds 
that if there are overriding factors which 
a governing body finds are not within the 
best interests of the public or are not 
consistent with the general health, 
safety and welfare of the public, then an 
application however otherwise correct 
can rightfully be denied.” 
In other action, the commission: 
— Approved the request of William 
Jam es Hopson for a business telephone 
in his home at 320 S Sixth St . in conjunc­ 
tion with a meat delivery service. 
— Adopted an environmental impact 
report and approved the division of 27 
acres of land bounded by Central and 
Barton avenues and by First Street and 
the Santa Ynez River, to allow the 
development of 110 homes, on clarifica­ 
tion of legal problems surrounding the 
boundary lines. A first phase develop­ 
ment of 36 homes is proposed 
— Approved the modification of a 
fence at 202 South B St. 
— Approved the modification of a 
block wall project at 1501 W. Pine Ave 
At the same time the commission asked 
Lam and city attorney Alan Davidson to 
come up with a plan to exercise greater 
control over fence and block wall con­ 
struction 
Building permits are now 
required for block walls of two feet or 
higher, but not for fences

Shuttle pilots want end 
to ‘gee whiz' element 


HOUSTON (UPI) — The men who will fly the space shuttle rocket plane 
want to take spaceflight out of the gee whiz realm of the experimental and 
make it routine 
“ By making spaceflight routine and conventional, we will be able to put 
payloads into space that will directly affect man's life here on earth,” said 
Gordon “ Gordo” Fullerton, one of the astronauts for the shuttle mission. 
The key concept of the shuttle rocket plane — a strange black and white 
space machine with wings — is the reusable aspect 
The shuttle, which takes off like a rocket and lands like a plane, is designed to 
make at least 100 round trips to orbit without major modifications Today's 
multimillion dollar rockets are dropped in the sea after only a few minutes' 
work 
The first model of the prototype will be rolled out Friday, and the astronauts 
will be there 
Fullerton. Fred Haise. and Richard Truly participated in a UPI interview at 
the Johnson Space Center in Houston before heading for the test site in the 
California desert 
“The principal advantage is taking space flight, including unmanned mis­ 
sions. out ot the realm of their experimental nature and making it routine, like 
shipping cargo across the country on air-freight, as opposed to the one-shot 
experimental nature we have now," Fullerton said “That’s the difference to 
the guy on the street.” 
Haise. who flew on the aborted Apollo 13 mission, which circled the moon 
before returning to earth, sees the shuttle concept in a two-fold manner: “ It’s a 
modular thing designed for multiple missions.” 
But sometimes it’s more than just practical application, according to Haise 
“ It’s research. It's a m atter of going to find out why things are the way they 
are 
“ It will be very routine. But what will be before the eyes is what happens 
when the things are plugged in up there It’s the payload part of the operation 
If it’s a story in the 1980s, it will be because something happened to one of 
them.” 
Haise is mission commander for the first flight scheduled in 1979 with 
Fullerton as pilot Truly will serve as pilot on the second flight with Joseph 
Engle as commander. 
The Shuttle is scheduled for its first flight in orbit in March. 1979, from Cape 
Canaveral The shuttle will circle earth 22 times with two pilots and glide to a 
landing at Edwards Air Force Base, Calif

Michael Pahos totaling more 
than $1.247.000 will be sent on to 
the Federal agency as well 


In addition, the County Public 
W orks D e p a rtm e n t is to 
process an application by direc­ 
tors of the Santa Barbara Art 
Museum for museum projects 
that conceivably could result in 
a $1.1 million remodeling job 
and/or a new $3 million building 
to be integrated with the pre­ 
sent com plex. The land is 
owned by the county. 


P u b lic 
W orks D ire c to r 
Norman Caldwell said his office 
will be taxed in meeting ap­ 
plication requirements for the 
first five projects approved. 
Art Museum directors are to 
compensate the county office 
for expenses incurred in ex­ 
pediting the museum’s request 
for funding. 


Earlier, the board had ap­ 
proved applying for U.S. funds 
for the following projects: 
— R econstruction G oleta 
Union School building. $665.000. 
— S anta M aria county 
welfare building. $1.1 million. 
— Lompoc Municipal Court 
building. $650.000 


— South Coast animal control 
fac ility in G oleta V alley, 
$325,000 
— Montecito Hall and library 
building. $518,000. 
Pahos came up Monday with 
a list of county park projects 
which might win funding ap­ 
proval. These include $452,300 
for adding 64 picnic units to 
Waller Park, near Santa Maria, 
along with 12 added group pic­ 
nic facilities, two more rest 
room buildings and a corpora­ 
tion yard facility. 


O th ers liste d a $276,300 
project to enhance the county’s 
regional park in Santa Ynez 
V a lle y -H a n s 
C h r is tia n 
Andersen Park — and a $519,150 
project to add four rest room 
buildings and a corporation 
yard facility at Lake Cachuma 
county recreation area in Santa 
Ynez Valley. 


Pahos said the Hans Christian 
Andersen Park project — near 
Solvang — would entail a 
ranger’s residence, two more 
rest room buildings, three more 
group picnic facilities, and 50 
more family picnic facilities. 


The county is hopeful of 
sending in its applications for 
all those projects by the first 
week of October. Caldwell said. 
It was agreed that if paperwork 
falls behind on the Art Museum 
and Park Department requests, 
the county will expedite the ap­ 
plications for the first five 
p r o je c ts in a s e p a r a te 
endeavor. 
Non-county workers 
may get local jobs 


While the federal government 
may eventually approve a 
num ber of public w orks 
program projects and pour 
millions into Santa Barbara 
County to cut into unemploy­ 
ment. there seems to be no as­ 
surance that building trades un­ 
ions will depend completly on 
the local manpower pool in 
county projects, the Board of 
Supervisors was informed Mon­ 
day. 


Both Board chairman Frank 
J Frost and Supervisor James 
M Slater said they had gotten 
calls from persons alleging that 
out-of-county workers were be­ 
ing brought into this county by 
unions to handle some of the 
work load on certain projects. 


Frost said several persons — 
obviously unemployed union 
construction workers — called 
him to say workers from Ven­ 
tura and other counties have 
been assigned to some of the 
biggest county projects. 


P ublic W orks D ire c to r 
Norman Caldwell pointed out 
the contractor “has little con- 
trol’’ over union hiring prac­ 
tices. and the county govern­ 
ment wouldn't be likely to have 
anv. either 


It was felt that unions dis­ 
patching out-of-county workers 
to county projects might have 
done so only where local help 
was not obtainable for certain 
types of work. 
Federal regulations seeming­ 
ly can’t require a county to in­ 
sist on local unem ployed 
persons being utilized ahead of 
outside workers on union rolls, 
it was felt. 
But Slater said this seemed to 
contradict the object of the 
federal public works program 
which he said was to set up 
county projects to reduce high 
pockets of unemployment in 
certain county areas. 
Isla Vistan Carmen Lodise 
said he thought federal regula­ 
tions “ were fuzzy on this point’’ 
in some respects. The govern­ 
ment seems to be open to 
responses in this area, he 
thought. 
Lodiese said he was in­ 
terested in learning whether 
Isla Vista-Goleta area which 
had the highest unemployment 
rate in the county — along with 
Lompoc area — at last count 
Aug. 1 (11 per cent) might have 
its unemployment labor pool 
tapped for projects in other 
county areas. 


Shiftman's r 
day was 
unlucky

The 13th day of the month — 
even though it wasn’t Friday — 
proved unlucky Monday for 
Santa Barbara Mayor David 
Shiftman. 
The jaunty mayor, who likes 
cowboy attire and often wears 
it, found himself afoot about 8 
a.m. when his car suffered a 
flat tire going over San Marcos 
Pass en route to a Solvang 
meeting of the Lodal Agency 
Formation Commission (LAF- 
CO) of which he is a member. 
Shiftman got to the meeting 
— late — and then suffered the 
indignity of having a special 
proposal of his defeated at the 
special meeting he asked to 
have called. 
After hitch hiking into the 
Danish capital of the county — 
wearing his 10-gallon headpiece 
— Shiftman proposed at the 
meeting attended by only three 
of the five members that the 
c o m m issio n e n d o rs e h is 
proposal to support a coun- 
tywide county service area to 
provide sheriff’s services (ex­ 
cluding cities) to help lighten 
the property tax load of city 
residents. 
But commission chairm an 
Tim Terry of Santa Barbara 
cast a no vote that prevented 
Shiftm an from getting the 
necessary three votes for a 
majority of the commission. 
Mayor Eugene Stevens sup­ 
ported Shiftm an’s proposal, 
which if it had won out, would 
have gone to the Board of 
Supervisors later in the day as 
an added agenda item. 
Terry said he felt the com­ 
mission hadn't yet been able to 
fully evaluate the financial im­ 
pact of such a large district, in 
voting against the proposal. 
The com m ission agreed, 
however, to continue the discus­ 
sion at its Sept. 30 meeting in 
Santa Barbara. 
A lthough S h iftm an had 
promised the two county super­ 
visors — Jam es M. Slater and 
Francis H. Beattie — who are 
members of LAFCO that the 
special session would take only 
a short time, the Goleta and 
Lompoc supervisors didn’t at­ 
tend. 
They had a 9:30 weekly board 
session of their own in Santa 
Barbara, and as it turned out 
they were wise not to try to get 
in both meetings. 
The advertised “ ten minute’’ 
session of LAFCO turned into a 
discussion th a t consum ed 
several hours. 
LAFCO Executive Secretary 
Robert Perkins explained the 
“quickie" special meeting had 
been called in the first place to 
clarify a motion of Shiffman’s 
which LAFCO previously ap­ 
proved supporting an amend­ 
ment to a motion about the 
police district.

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Astronaut 'Buzz' Aldrin 
to give talk in Lompoc 


Astronaut Edwin E. (Buzz) Aldrin of 
moon-walk fame will be at the Lompoc 
Civic Auditorium at 8 p.m. next Monday 
to share his personal experiences after his 
“Return to Earth.” 
These experiences include several bouts 
with mental depression and its associated 
problems. His search for help and his 
recovery led to the discovery of new goals 
and directions in life. 
Aldrin is president of Research and 
Engineering Consultants, Inc., a Los 
Angeles firm which he founded. While 
with NASA. Aldrin was the lunar module 
pilot of Apollo II. the first manned lunar 
landing with the Eagle touchdown at 
Tranquility Base on July 20, 1969. 
Of all his achievements with the space 
program, he says he is proudest of his 1963 
doctorate project at MIT: his concept for 
space rendezvous, which was selected and 
modified for all U.S. rendezvous missions 
including the recent joint mission with 
Russia, Apollo-Sayuz. 
Aldrin was released from the Air Force 
in March. 1971, after 21 years of service. 
Since that time, he has been an adviser on 
space shuttle proposals, a consultant to 
several firms and companies. He is utiliz­ 
ing his piloting background and space 
simulator experience toward developing 
economical personal weather instrument 
tra in e rs for gen eral av iatio n and 
significantly improving cockpit displays of 
navigation and landing charts. 
His bestselling autobiography, “Return 
to Earth," published in the fall of 1973, is a 
presentation about his personal ex­ 
perience following his historic moon 
landing. 


As a result of the disclosures in this 
book, he is on the Board of Directors of the 
National Association for Mental Health 
and was voted its national chairman for 
1974. He received the National Association 
for Mental Health award for exceptional 
courage and service in the telling of his 
story.

Robertson, appeared on ABC’s “Movie of

the Week’’ May 14, 1976. Aldrin is now 
working with various groups concerned 
with awareness of alcoholism, emotional 
distress and mental health. 


An advocate of the open use of mental 
health resources should the need arise, 
Aldrin suggests that as much as 80 per 
cent Of the nation suffers at some time 
some sort of mental illness. He attaches 
prime importance to the acknowledge­ 
ment of mental difficulties before they 
become severe.

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'W illfu l' poisoning eyed 


in Legion disease probe 


PH ILA D ELPH IA (U PI) — A U. S. House subcommittee will 
look into the possibility a poison “ willfully introduced” caused the 
mysterious “ Legionnaires’ Disease.” 
The House commerce subcommittee on consumer protection 
tentatively set hearings for Oct. 4 in Philadelphia to investigate the 
cause of the malady. An aide to Rep. John Murphy, D-N.Y.. 
chairman of the subcommittee, announced the tentative hearing 
date Monday. 
Murphy announced earlier some scientists involved in tracking 
down the baffling disease, which killed 29 persons and made 150 
others ill, told investigators for his panel that “ the outbreak might 
have been caused by the willful introduction of a poisonous sub­ 
stance.” 
The substance was thought to be nickel carbonyl. 
But scientists working for the Pennsylvania Health Department 
discounted recent laboratory tests showing a high nickel content in 
the lung tissue of one of the victims of the malady. 
The tests were performed by University of Connecticut scien­ 
tists on the tissues of two victims of the disease. The tests on one 
victim revealed 162 micrograms of nickel per 100 grams of tissue. 
Authorities believe a count of 60 micrograms could prove fatal to 
any human 
Dr Vern Pidcoe. director of Pennsylvania’s health laboratories. 


said the nickel tests “ could mean anything.” 
“ We don’t know at this point how important these findings are. 
None of us knows what they mean,” Pidcoe said. “ There is a pos- 
siblity the specimens were contaminated, but we don’t know for 
sure. Basically, the tests are inconclusive.” 
All those stricken had been connected in some way with a state 
American Legion convention held in Philadelphia in late July. Dr. 
F. William Sunderman Jr. of the University of Connecticut, who 
first advanced the nickel theory, had speculated the agent would 
have to be introduced intentionally. 
“ If it does turn out to be nickel, I can’t see any other way for 
them to get it except that it was a willful act. somebody bringing it 
in there deliberately,” Sunderman said. 
“ It is the dutv of Congress to determine if the causative factors 
were of toxic nature and if they could have been willfully in­ 
troduced into the Legion convention,” Murphy said. 
Murphy said he was “ incensed that members of this organization 
(American Legion) should be possible murder targets while expert 
agencies of this government fail to determine the causes.” 
Murphy noted that “ high concentrations of nickel carbonyl were 
found in tissue specimens of the victims and are the major unex­ 
plained potential causative agent in the 29 deaths. The manner of 
introduction of the nickel remains a mystery.”

Hijack suspects questioned 
on earlier airport bombing 


NEW YORK (U PI) - The 
five Croatian nationalists 
charged with air piracy and 
held on $1 million bail each are 
being questioned about their 
“ possible involvement” in the 
bombing of LaGuardia Airport 
last December that killed 11 
persons, authorities said today 
A spokesman for the police 
department said the link was 
drawn because the five ter­ 
rorists. who hijacked a Trans 
World Airlines jet with 85 pas­ 
sengers aboard shortly after it 
left LaGuardia Airport Friday, 
had informed police about a 
bomb placed in a locker in 
Grand Central Station 
The bomb later blew up in the 
face of four police officers try­ 
ing to disarm it. killing one and 
injuring the three others 
seriously The Croatians. in ad­ 


dition to the federal air piracy 
charges, face murder charges 
in the officer's death. 
The explosive device that rip­ 
ped through a terminal at 
LaGuardia Airport last Dec 29 
had also been hidden in baggage 
lockers, and the similarity led 
d etectives to launch the 
parallel investigation. 
“ We are investigating the 
possibility of a link between the 
two bombings.” a police 
department spokesman said 
“ But at this point we have 
nothing concrete.” 
The spokesman said police 
were not certain at this point 
whether the type of bomb used 
in each case was the same 
Manhattan District Attorney 
Robert Morgenthau. who filed 
the second degree murder 
charges against the five sus­ 


pects Monday, said he took the 
action to ensure they would be 
handed over to his custody if 
they were able to meet bail. 
The hijacking — America’s 
first in four years — included 
stops in Montreal, Newfound­ 
land. Iceland and Pans 
The Morgenthau complaint 
was based on a search of the 
apartment occupied by the 
alleged leader of the hijacking. 
Zvonko Busic and his wife. 
Julienne. Morgenthau said in­ 
vestigators found bomb-making 
equipment in the flat. 
Police Officer Brian Murray 
was killed while attempting to 
dismantle a bomb allegedly left 
in a locker at Grand Central 
Terminal by the suspects. It ex­ 
ploded on the police firing 
range, wounding three other 
policemen. 


Gas-water 
fuel mix 
developed 


PHO ENIX, Ariz. (U P I) - 
Four researchers from the 
University of Arizona say they 
have developed a device that 
would enable auto engines to 
run on a mixture of gasoline 
and water, getting better 
mileage and producing less 
pollution. 
The four unveiled a prototype 
of their “ fuel reformer” at a 
news conference Monday, and 
said they are applying to 
private and government agen­ 
cies for money to build a com- 
m erically 
acceptable 
model. 
The prototype is too big. they 
said, but predicted they could 
have a device capable of work­ 
ing on today’s auto engines 
within 18 months. 
Marvin D. Martin estimated 
the device would improve 
mileage by about 50 per cent 
but cautioned that “ until we 
miniaturize the system and ac­ 
tually take it out on the road, 
we won’t be able to say for sure 
what the economy will be.” 
In tests, the device has 
reduced emission levels to less 
than half of the most stringent 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency proposals, Martin said 
— even without the costly 
catalytic converters now re­ 
quired on auto exhaust sys­ 
tems. 
They said the key component 
is a catalytic reactor. The reac­ 
tor causes a chemical reaction 
between water and other types 
of fuel — not only gasoline, but 
also diesel oil. kerosene and 
alcohol — they said. 
The resulting gaseous hydro­ 
gen burns more completely 
than raw fuel, producing more 
energy but less pollution, they 
said

Are elderly in UK okay?

Here are some offhand notes on our 
trip this summer to England Back home 
now. broke but happy. I covered the state 
of the seniors in Manchester. Leeds. 
York. Shrewsbury and London and two of 
its suburbs. 


Note about my research system: Talk 
to the officials serving the elderly. On 
the street. I chat with retirees and elder­ 
ly folk Usually. I wind up at a pub where 
old people gather. It takes eight minutes 
to get my tape machine running Taping 
comments I learn whether the stories of 
programs for the aged given to me by of­ 
ficials actually proved out. 
A big point: There’s no "politics” in­ 
volved in services to seniors. The Social 
Services department runs strictly on a 
civil service basis. Nobody gets ap­ 
pointed by state, county or local political 
leaders. I met 38 social workers who 
serve the aged in various ways. In the 
United Kingdom, nobody gets fired when 
a new administration takes over. (In the 
United States, not everyone who deals 
with the elderly is covered by Civil Ser­ 
vice. ) 
Statistics: Figures are on the way to 
me on housing, nursing homes, medical 
services, senior citizen organizations, in­ 
come and income supplements, suppor­ 
tive voluntary services, health care, 
home health and home help policies The 
data will be used in future columns. 
Two delightful visits in Oxford with the 
charming Cox family: Anthony Cox is as­ 
sistant director of housing for the West­ 
minster City Council in London He says: 
“ Building and construction standards for 
council houses, nursing homes and social 
centers for the aged are higher by far 
than standards for private homes ... 
(and) for apartm ent houses in which the 
aged live.” 
At Manchester University in Lan­ 
cashire: Met with two of Great Britain’s 
most distinguished geriatricians. Profs. 
John Brocklehurst and Francis Caird of 
the University of Glasgow Both agreed 
that the shortage of geriatric specialists 
is a world problem Jewish Geriatric 
Center on Long Island, New York, is con­ 
ducting a sem inar on that subject. 
Question: How short are we here in the 
United States of specialized geriatric 
ca re7 How is that medical service 
delivered? 
A pleasant break: Dorothy Martin, 
lov el y, 
e f f i c i e n t 
s e c r e t a r y 
to 
Brocklehurst. took me to a party for ger­ 
iatric patients at Withington Hospital, 
Manchester. All the patients were in 
wheelchairs 
Boys and girls. 15 to 20 


years, served the party goodies Profes­ 
sional performers put on their acts 
Children 8 to 12 from a local school also 
entertained. 
Interesting observation: Patients who 
had to get back to their beds early were 
wheeled back at different times The 
show went on without interruption until 
the last patient was wheeled out of the 
room Some numbers were performed 
when only two wheelchairs remained in 
the large room. Thoughtful people, the 
English. 


A significant note about longevity: 
Picked it up in Manchester, followed up 
in Leeds and Shrewsbury and Kidbrooke 
(a suburb of London). As one doctor at 
the University at Manchester said: "If 
you can improve the quality of life 
among the elderly, they live longer.” 


The effort in the United Kingdom is to 
coordinate voluntary and professional 
services. They include physiotherapy, 
occupational therapy, nursing, nurses 
aides, psychologists, doctors, dietitians, 
speech therapists gerontologists, etc. 
Progress moving ahead ... but slowly. 
A comparison with police in the United 
States: Comment from two aging former 
constables who had worked in 
small 
towns, “ We were under orders to give 
extra help and protection to old people A 
complaint against us from any old 
person produced a bad m ark on a 
policeman's record."

It’s a 
m easure of progress in the 17-year history of the Oilers. 


A dozen years ago, Sammy Baugh, one of their eight 
previous head coaches, was also addicted to chewing tobac­ 
co. like Bum Phillips Sammy simply carried a Dixie cup 
with him around the office There was no spittoon 


Respectability and sedateness of a sort have come to the 
Houston O ilers in the Bicentennial Year. 
In 1972 and '73, the Oilers won a total of two gam es. Last 
year, only two team s — Pittsburgh and Cincinnati — 
defeated the O ilers during the regular 14-game schedule. The 
10-4 Houston record was the best since 1962 and the first win­ 
ning season since joining up with the NFL 


“ Now.” says Elvin Bethea. “ I go into a restaurant and 
don’t ask to sit w here no one can see m e.” 
Elvin - the Big “ E ” — is a 30-year-old defensive end who 
has spent his entire eight-year career with the Oilers Only 
Zeke Moore, a defensive back, outranks him in seniority or 
age on this young team He is a big hearty man with a big gap 
between his front teeth, visible in his frequent sm ile 


Elvin, an all-pro caliber defender who was chosen for the 
last five Pro Bowls, has been there for the good and the bad 
“ I've seen now.” he says, “ the grass is greener on the other 
side Before it was darker and brow ner.” when the Oilers 
had consecutive 1-13 seasons 


What brought about the renaissance * 
It started with Sid Gillman. an uncompromising m artinet 
who returned to head coaching in 1974 at the age of 62 “ He 
forced everybody together.” says Bethea “ The big bad wolf 
is out there All the little sheep gather together in one hud­ 
dle ” 


And it ended with Bum Phillips, who had been on 
G illm an’s staff at San Diego, was rehired by him as 
Houston's defensive coordinator, and was made head coach 
when Gillman abruptly quit on Jan 25, 1975 
You’d expect a m an who calls himself Bum (his sister, 
who stam m ers, couldn’t say Bubba»to be working an oil rig 
in the Gulf. Until he took over the Oilers, his only experience 
at the college or pro level as head coach was one losing year 
at Texas Western He started out in 1950 coaching the B team 
at Nederland High School 80 m iles east of Houston He spent 
13 years as a high school coach 
His hair is crew cut — has been since he was in college 30 
years ago — in a world of flowing m anes and wild Afros on 
players half his age. Bum is 53 He owns one pair of street 
shoes and no one rem em bers ever seeing him wear them 
When he put on a tuxedo to be honored last winter in Dallas 
as Texas coach of the year, he wore cowboy boots He has 
taken one vacation in lis life Eleven years ago he went to the 
beach at Freeport with his family for a week 
Making football fun is Bum ’s antidote for the long season 
Every Thursday after practice there is a beer bust Bum 
plays dominoes with the players, mostly the blacks, and Bub­ 
ba Smith, a veteran backup defensive end with a scarred 
knee, sits on a high stool as the self-appointed High Commis­ 
sioner of the Oiler Domino League. 


“ Bum Phillips taught us a great deal of believing in him as 
well as each other,” says Bethea.

The suit-preference signal 
makes it possible for East to 
tell West what to lead back. 
He leads his highest heart — 
the 10 spot. This calls for the 
higher of the two suits that 
West can lead. If East wanted 
a club return he would have 
led his lowest heart — the 
deuce 
If West didn’t care 
what was returned he would 
lead some sort of middle heart 
like the five. 
This particular example 
shows this convention at its 
sim plest and best. East 
doesn’t want to do anything 
except to tell his partner 
which suit to lead and there is 
no way to confuse his partner.

at crisis point 


Clements browbeat Navy men 


WASHINGTON - The evidence is ac­ 
cumulating that the stubborn refusal of 
the authorities who govern West Point to 
make any adjustment in rigid rules 
shown to be unworkable is producing a 
crisis that may undermine this long- 
honored institution. The offer to allow 
200 or more “cheaters” to return to the 
A cadem y a fte r a 
year’s absence is no 
more than a sop to 
public opinion. 


It would serve no 
purpose at all. The 
returning 
c a d e ts, 
presumably purged of 
their crimes, would 
have no standing in the 
eyes of their fellows. 
Furthermore, it is 
doubtful that they 
would elect to return 
following such a harsh 
experience. 


The heart of the trouble is that the 
traditionalists, exemplified by Lt. Gen. 
B. Sidney Berry, superintendent of the 
Point, are so steeped in the past that 
they cannot or will not listen to those 
who understand the self-defeating nature 
of the so-called honor code. 


One of these is Dr. Robert Moore, a 
former professor of English at the 
Academy, who recently testified before 
the Senate Armed Services subcommit­ 
tee investigating the cheating scandal 
Moore is co-author of the book, "School 
for Soldiers: West Point and the Profes­ 
sion of Arms." which is widely regarded 
as one of the most searching analyses of 
the educational system at the Academy. 


His testimony was based on in-depth 
interviews with many of the principals 
on both sides of the conflict. He testified 
that in certain instances the rigid 
requirements of the curriculum seem 
almost calculated to make cheating in­ 
evitable. 
One example he cited was the course 
in electrical engineering, a difficult 
course which, in the opinion of most

cadets, has little relation to their future 
careers as Army officers. They are as­ 
signed a two-week, out-of-class exercise 
which they are required to complete 
without any collaboration with their 
fellows. But at the same time they are 
given an assignment in the same course 
called “a team project” which neces­ 
sitates collaboration. 


It is drawing a fine line to expect that 
with your roommate working on the 
same difficult project you would not ex­ 
change notes on the progress you were 
making. There would appear, Moore 
testified, that hundreds of cadets, 
perhaps as many as 400, apparently were 
guilty of collaborating on the home study 
exercise. 


Because of the failure of leadership on 
the part of the academy officials, the 
public "has been given a tragically 
erroneous impression of this event which 
has needlessly slandered West Point as 
well as the implicated cadets.” Berry 
and his staff were simply unwilling to 
concede any malfunctioning in an honor 
system with the goal of “duty, honor, 
country.” 


“It is simply not realistic to expect a 
proud, highly partisan, tradition- 
encumbered institution such as West 
Point to come clean on its own,” Moore 
told the senators, on the basis of his 
teaching experience at the Point. “The 
pervasive feeling seems to be that it is 
more acceptable for a few hundred to 
perish than for the academy to run the 
risk of coming to terms with its in- 
stituional soul at this time.” 


Traditions have gone down with a 
resounding bang with the admission of 
women to the three service academies — 
Air, Army, and Navy. This came about 
by an edict from Congress over the 
strong opposition of most military men. 
At the risk of seeming to be a male 
chauvinist pig. this observer finds it hard 
to understand the role of women 
graduates of the military academies or 
their place in those academies 
Military policy still bars women from 
combat roles, although women entering 
the Air Force Academy this year may 
take flight indoctrination in their senior 
year just as male cadets do. They could 
then apply for the same postgraduate 
pilot training open to men except that the 
women would be trained for noncombat 
roles 
Would it have been wiser for Congress 
to have established a special training 
academy for women intending to enter 
some branch of the military service? 
They would not then have had to undergo 
the strenuous combat exercises of male 
cadets. 
The stress on equality between the 
sexes has been carried to extreme 
lengths. One of the most absurd exam­ 
ples was the edict issued by the Depart­ 
ment of Health. Education and Welfare 
proscribing father-and-son banquets at 
public schools receiving HEW a s­ 
sistance This was quickly scotched by 
President Ford who pointed to its absur­ 
dity. 
There have undoubtedly been deep- 
seated injustices That helps to explain 
the strong support for the Equal Rights 
Amendment 
But the answer hardly 
seems to be brushing down all the 
barriers between the two sexes

profanities, Deputy Defense Secretary 
William Clements browbeat the highest 
naval procurement officials this summer 
into supporting the disputed claim of a 
gigantic oil conglomerate. 
His voluble assault on the officials took 
place behind closed Pentagon doors. He 
never expected the 
public to find out about 
it. We have obtained a 
copy, however, of the 
detailed, confidential 
minutes. 
Clements 
accused 
an assistan t Navy 
secretary and an ad­ 
m iral of dragging 
their feet on a deal, 
which could cost the 
taxpayers as much as 
$1 billion. “Why in the 
hell haven’t you done 
it?” he demanded fiercely. 
Clements took the side of the Newport 
New Shipbuilding Co. against his own 
Navy lawyers. The company is a sub­ 
sidiary of the huge Tenneco oil and gas 
combine. It may be merely a coincidence 
that Clements made his own millions in 
the oil industry. 
The Tenneco subsidiary has been 
building cruisers, carriers and nuclear 
submarines for the Navy. The company 
claims the Navy owes it almost $900 
million for construction changes and 
other cost escalations. A Tenneco settle­ 
ment could set a precedent for payouts to 
other companies. The claims come to a 
grand total of $1.8 billion. 
In an hour-long talk with us, Clements 
denied his past oil industry ties had 
anything to do with his pressure for a set­ 
tlement. 
“Absolutely not! Hell no!” he splut­ 
tered. His only interest, he said, was in 
getting Navy ships built. 
The confidential minutes show that he 
tried to rush through a settlement on 
terms favorable to Tenneco. He sum­ 
moned a dozen admirals and civilian of­ 
ficials into his office on the afternoon of 
July 13. With fiscal abandon, he opened 
up on Adm. Hyman Rickover, who has 
tried to hold shipyards to their contracts 
without excessive cost adjustments. 
Then Clements confided that he had 
met with Newport News Co. president 
John Diesel. They discussed a settle­ 
ment, which happens to be the subject of 
a legal battle between the company and 
the Navy. Yet the Navy and Justice 
Dept, lawyers responsible for the litiga­ 
tion weren’t invited to the tete-a-tete. 
Glaring at the procurement people in 
his office, Clements declared: “Diesel 
wants to settle the overall problems he 
has with the Navy and get on with the 
business of building ships.” 
As a first step, Clements directed that 
“a provisional payment can be made” to 
Tenneco on a submarine claim. 
If the Navy refused to settle the 
claims, he warned, then he would do it. 
He cited as a precedent the Pentagon’s 


celebrated multimillion-dollar bailout of 
Lockheed. 
Asst. Navy Secy. Jack Bowers and 
Adm. Fredrick Michaelis appeared to be 
cowed by Clements. “We are going to do 
it,” they told him, meaning they would 
begin payments to Tenneco. 
“Why in the hell haven’t you done it?” 
growled Clements. 
Michaelis responded plaintively: “I 
don’t think we will ever get them done as 
fast as Diesel wants.” 
Bowers volunteered that he had spoken 
to Diesel on the telephone. Telephone 
conversations, grumped Clem ents, 
weren’t enough. “You have to talk with 
him directly — eyeball to eyeball,’’ he 
said. 


He invoked the names of Senate 
Armed Services Chairman John Stennis, 
D.-Miss., and House Armed Services 
Chairman Melvin Price, D.-IU. “They 
have lost absolute confidence in what the 
Navy is doing and they are not going to 
approve any Navy new shipbuilding 
programs unless they get this claims 
mess cleaned up,” said Clements. If the 
Navy would just move faster to oblige 
Tenneco, Clements promised, “I’ll sup­ 
port you, Stennis will support you, Price 
will support you. I want to clean up this 
mess.” 


Clements said he was “convinced that 
Newport News is serious in their threat 
to stop building ships for the Navy if 
things do not improve.” 
Siding outrageously with the company 
in its court battle against his own depart­ 
ment, he said he also “agrees with New-

port News that the Navy has not 
negotiated in good faith.” 
At the close of the meeting, the irasci­ 
ble Clem ents noted alm ost as an 
afterthought that he “ w ants the 
government’s interest fully protected.]’ 
But he immediately added: "The Presi­ 
dent and the Congress are losing con­ 
fidence in the Navy.” The minutes sum­ 
med up Clements’ comments tersely: 
“If the Navy won’t settle these claims, 
he will.” 
Meanwhile, Sen. William Proxmire, 
D.-Wis., chairman of the Joint Economy 
in Government subcommittee, has asked 
Atty. Gen. Edward Levi to investigate 
possible fraud in the Tenneco claims. 
“It is apparent to me,” wrote Prox­ 
mire, “that there are officials in the 
D efense 
D epartm ent who would 
sacrifice the public interest by turning 
over to the shipbuilders sums of money 
far in excess of the amounts agreed to in 
the contracts.” 
A Tenneco settlement, Proxmire 
warned, could “ com prom ise the 
government’s ability to enforce (all) 
contracts.” 
Footnote: Clements told us that a set­ 
tlement probably could be reached for 
about 35 per cent of the $1.8 billion 
sought by the shipbuilders. He denied 
that the Navy’s court cast had been un­ 
dercut by his dealings with the Newport 
News president or his remark that the 
Navy had not negotiated in good faith. 
The shipbuilders, it should be noted, 
deny there is fraud in their claims. Adm. 
Michaelis denied that the Navy was in­ 
timidated.
